A CLEAN SWEEP 


The Supreme Court of Canada made a clean 
sweep of the questions submitted to it because 
of controverted legislation enacted by the 
legislature of Alberta. The Court decided: 

That the Dominion Government has power 
to disallow provincial legislation; 

That a lieutenant-governor has a right to 
with-hold assent to the enactments of a legisla- 
ture and to submit these for consideration of the 
Dominion Government; 

That the bank taxation bill passed at the 
October session of the Alberta legislature is un- 
constitutional; 

That the bill to regulate credit, passed at the | 
fame session, is unconstitutional; 

That the bill to establish official regulation 
and control over the press of the province is 
unconstitutional 

Like the returns from the provincial general 
election in 1935, and the Dominion election a 
month later, this is what might be called a “de- 
cisive” verdict. The province lost out on every 
count, The disallowance power, it is found, still 
exists, The right to with-hold assent exists. The 
Jegislature was outside its jurisdiction when it 
attempted to control credit, over-tax the banks 
and “muzzle” the newspapers 

The Supreme Court is the final court of 
appeal in Canada on constitutional questions, 
and in the interpretation of law in specific dis- 
putes. The Judges were in no hurry to hand 
down decisions. The inference is that they took 
time to make an exhaustive examination of all 
issues raised. Their findings are authoritative, 
both in defining the constitutional set-up under 
which Canadians are governed, and in respect 
to the particular enactments in question 

Two courses are now open to the Provincial 
Government and legislature. Appeals may be 
taken to the Privy Cout.ci! on all or any of the 
subjects and measures involved. Or an attempt 
may be made to accomplish the purposes of the 
ecredit bill, the bank bill and the press bill by a 
series of new enactments. 


BASIC ISSUES 
The by-election campaign in East Edmonton 
got under way this week, the Libera! candidate 
the moving force.

what shift can be made that will help him to 
find one. What most parents are concerned about 
is that the young folks get started in the world. 
These are matters of actual, present, vital im- 
portance, to great numbers of people in East 
Edmonton, as everywhere else. 

That is the “key-note”’ of Mr. Marshall's 
appeal to the electors, as sounded in his opening 
addresses. It is quite evident from this, and from 
the detailed proposals he makes, that should he 
be elected he will have to be numbered among 
the radical Liberals in the House of Commons. 
These are none too plentiful at present. It will 
be in the interests of the country at large if their 
number is strengthened. 

Prime Minister King suggested as much some 
time ago, when he said the way to overcome 
inertia was—not to start new groups—but to 
elect as members of the existing parties men of 
advanced views and aggressive type. 

It is of more than usual importance that this 
be done when a government holds office by an 
overwhelming majority. The tendency in such 
circumstances always is to “let well enough 
alone,” to stand pat. For those who think 
the present Government is not proceeding fast 
enough with remedial measures, the inference 
is plain. What is needed to quicken the pace 
is the election of members of Mr. Marshall's 
type; men who sense the conditions of the 
country, who know their own minds, and who 
are not afraid to fight for monetary reform, re- 
tiral pensions, trade expansion, and other for- 
ward-looking policies. 


Vienna reports that both the Austrian army 
and the Austrian Nazis are “ready for action.”

What is called “Moscow's biggest treason 
trial” was held this week. If the description is 
based on ascertained facts, it must keep some- 
body busy counting the trials that are held, the 
line-up of accused parties, and the heads that 
fall, and making out the appropriate “indices” 
for purposes of comparison. 

Naval experts of the United States, France 
and Britain are meeting in London to discuss the 
Japanese note of February 12th, which in sub- 
stance informed these countries it is none of 
their business how many ships or what sized 
ships Japan has built, is building or will build. 
Washington, Paris and London evidently think 
otherwise, and intend to act accordingly. 

In the provincial estimates for the coming 
year there is a capital appropriation of $284,550 
for agricultural relief. Last year the sum was 
$396,925 more. The reduction is due to the Dom- 
inion having undertaken to supply feed and 
fodder in the dry areas and to become jointly 
responsible with the province for seed grain and 
fuel oil. That does not look like niggardliness on 
the part of the Dominion toward dry belt relief.

JAPAN’S WEAKNESS 

The British Empire and the United States 
combined take half of Japan's exports and sup- 
ply 63 per cent of her needs. Then, in so far as 
Japan's raw silk export is concerned, the United 
States takes 85 per cent of it, this being the only 
Japanese export not dependent on imported 
supplies of raw materials. Japan's whole social 
structure, it will be seen, is dependent on the 
American silk market. Japan is vitally de- 


| pendent on imports of oil from the United States 


| and the Dutch East Indies, and of iron and 
scrap from India, Malaya and Australia. 
Amongst other things, Japan’s coal consumption 
is only a fifth of Great Britain's and her heavy 
industry is not developed proportionately to her 
| light industry. A vital weakness for Japan is 
her primitive system of land cultivation. The 
productivity per acre is high, but the productiv- 
ity per man is exceedingly low. The transfer of 


large numbers of men to the fighting forces and 
| of women to the munitions factories is bound to 


cause a steep fall in production at the very time 
when tens of thousands of soldiers have to be 


| provided with a more substantial diet than they 


existed on as peasants.—Hong Kong News. 


CENTRAL EUROPE IN JANUARY 

Hungary, disappointed with the negative re- 
sults of Italian championship of her revisionist 
claims, and not a little alarmed at the prospects 
of German penetration, has recently not only 
drawn closer to Austria, but also shown a more 
friendly attitude towards the states of the Little 
Entente. A project is in being whereby the Lit- 
tle Entente will recognize Hungarian equality 
of rights (meaning mainly military equality). 
This military equality alread exists de facto. It 
is not only a matter of de jure recognition. The 
idea is that in return for this recognition Hun- 
gary should sign non-aggression pacts with the 
three states of the Little Entente. Hungary is 
willing to do this provided she can obtain an 
agreement with these states regarding the Hun- 
garian minorities. zechoslovakia and Yugo- 
slavia are known already to be willing. But 
Rumania hangs back. This brings me back to 
the cardinal point: Is Central Europe to become 
a specifically German sphere of interest, or is it 
to consolidate itself on a corporative basis with- 
in the framework of a general European settle- 
ment?—C. F. Melville in The Nineteenth Cen-

WHITHER GOES GERMANY? 


It seems a bit unfortunate that the British 
| Empire proposes to seek a closer alliance with 
| Germany just at a time when German Hitler 

wppears to be intent upon looking for trouble. 

For surely his attitude makes it plain that he 
seeks no other end. 

The plea for restoration of Germany’s col- 
onies is utterly preposterous in that Germany’s 

| possessions do not or never did contribute sub- 
| stantially to her raw materials. 

} Thus, the plea that Hitler advances for the 
| return of these territories does not stand in fact. 

Hitler's aggression in Austria, his threatened 
interference in Hungary and the whole tone of 
intolerant superiority with which he is ap- 
proaching international problems are s0 hide- 
ously reminiscent of German’s course between 
1900 and 1914 that it causes students of history 
to shudder. 

If ever history repeated itself, Kaiser Wil- 
helm’s regime is being repeated’ almost incident 
for incident, bombast for bombast, in the pres- 
ent program of Adolf Hitler. 

And all this repetition of tragic and foolish 
history will inevitably culminate in the same 
unhappy way. 

The picture of Wilhelm chopping wood at 
Doorn is the picture of Adolf Hitler in ten years’ 
time. 

For the German people, ready as they are 
to believe the specious promises of their lords 
and masters, are not patient with their op- 

| pressors. 

All this is why we believe a closer associa- 
tion with Germany at the present time is highly 
dangerous for Britain. 

With the Germans we have the utmost sym- 
pathy. For their leaders we have the utmost 
contempt.—Vancouver Sun. 


CANADA'S TRADE WITH BRITAIN

have been able to develop their sales in the 
British market in 1937 and to introduce new

Canada's share of the total wheat imports, 
which amounted to 96,883,523 cwts. in 1937 as 
compared with 100,772,430 cwts. in 1936, fell by 
40 per cent to 34,248,724 cwts. Her share of the 
barley imports, on the other hand, increased by 
| 70 per cent to 2,936,013 cwts. out of imports to- 
| talling 18,191,954 cwts. Shipments of oats from 
| the Dominion last year, amounting to 1,041,903 
| ewts., represented almost 90 per cent of the total 
| importation, but showed a drop of nearly 1,000,- 
000 cwts. as compared with 1936. There was 
little variation from 1936 in the flour import 
| trade—Canada supplying 4,043,724 cwts. out of 
a total importation of 8,540,892 cwts.

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Your Health

The only measure which is of particuler 
value to the average woman in developing a 
more attractive bustline is exercise. Exercise 
has a moralizing effect and hence may be used 
either to reduce or to gain. Whether the main 
problem is how to build up the bust which is 
too small, or too firm and tone the breast which 
appears to droop or sag, exercise still remains 


‘the most effective measure. 


In developing a more pleasing effect it must 
be remeinbered that the wisest plan is to try to 
work with the muscles which support the 
breasts and to leave the breasts themselves 
alone. These latter are formed of fatty tissue, 
connective tissue and glandular tissue and are 
not influenced directly by exercise but may be 
influenced indirectly through developing the 
muscles of the chest. When the chest muscles 
are made firmer by suitable exercise, the 
breasts become more shapely. 

It is my opinion that the woman desiring a 
more pleasing effect above the waistline should 
first of all undertake a general body-building 
regimen, using exercises which strengthen the 
entire body. This is partly because such exer- 
cise will be beneficial to the health as a whole 
and partly because it will be helpful in estab- 
lishing the strong muscles needed to maintain 
good posture. When the posture is poor, it is 
much more difficult to carry the chest properly, 
whereas with good posture the chest is carried 
to the front and a better bustline is shown. 

I therefore suggest that instead of concen- 
trating only upon the bust that you go through 
an all-around exercising schedule each day. 
When doing this it is all right to add some spe- 
cial exercises which have been found of value 
in producing the effect of the normal breast. 

These special exercises needed for local de- 
velopment will deal with the muscles travelling 
over the breastbone on either side to the shoul- 
ders. By raising your arm over your head you 
will feel a movement in the muscle to which I 
refer. That is the muscle with which you are 
to work chiefly in improving the appearance of 
the breast. 

Most of the exercises taken for the desired 
purpose will consist of arm and shoulder move- 
ments. The improvement thus secured is often 
surprising to the patient, who finds it possible 
to give the breasts a firmer outline and more 
pleasing shape simply by concentrating upon 
better muscle tone. 

It is not advisable to change the glandular 
tissues of the breast itself as the mammary 
glands may thereby be injured, but it is safe to 
rely upon exercise to tone up the flabby muscles 
supporting the breasts. Such exercise tends to 
raise the breasts themselves and also tends to 
make them appear to be normally developed. 

A good exercise for you to begin with is this 
one: Lie flat on the back on the floor. Raise 
both arms until they are straight above the 
body. Now bring the arms back toward the 
floor, then forward. This back and forth move- 
ment will strengthen the chest muscles. Keep 
on moving the arms toward the back and to- 
ward the front without letting them touch the 
floor until you are slightly tired. Later, as 
strength increases, try holding a book in each 
hand. This exercise is simple enough so that 
the average woman will be able to do it suc- 
cessfully and so get the good from it. However, 
in the few cases where soreness or tenderness 
exists, it should be omitted. 

Additional exercises for developing the bust 
are given in my article of that name which you 
may secure by writing to me in care o/ this 
newspaper and enclosing a large, self-addressed, 
stamped envelope. Persistence is needed to pro- 
duce a noticeable improvement and you may 
need to continue the exercises several weeks or 
months; however, by beginning soon, you should 
be able to appear to better advantage in a bath- 
ing suit during the coming summer season.

Imports of fresh apples from the Dominion in- 
creased by 8 per cent to 2,134,263 cwts. 

There were slight increases recorded in im- 
ports from Canada of canned salmon and lob- 
ster, while frozen fish imports from the Domin- 
jion—nearly all salmon—amounted to 77,380 
cwts., an increase of 30 per eent over 1936. 

Although there was an increase in 1937 of 
20 per cent in total imports of stripped leaf to- 
bacco, Canuda maintained her supplies at the 
same level as in the previous year, shipping 
874,168 pounds; total imports of the unstripped 
variety showed a decline and Canadian ship- 
ments were reduced by about 7 per cent to 
7,775,572 pounds. Imports of lumber and timber 
and of non-ferrous metals and manufactures 
from the Dominion in 1937 showed substantial 
Increases. 

Canadian manufacturers maintained control 
of the import trade in rubber boots, shipping 
279,319 dozen pairs in 1937, an increase of some 
25 per cent over 1936 figures. Out of a gener- 
ally reduced importation of 32,740 cwts. of box 
and willow calf, Canada’s share dropped by 40 
per cent to 5,989 cwts.; imports of patent leather 
from the Dominion, however, showed an in- 
crease from 9,745 cwts, to 10,226 cwts. Imports 
of Canadian newsprint increased by 8 per cent 
to 2,736,121 cwts, and of Canadian cardboard 
and millboard by 20 per cent to 529,922 cwts. 
Total imports of motor vehicles increased from 
11,460 to 18,005, due chiefly to the introduction 
of a cheap car of German manufacture, but de- 
liveries from Canada were reduced to 1,628 
fom 2,469 in 1936,
